These  were  similar  to  1941^  During  the  year- a weekly 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  was  opened  at  the  Kettering  and  District 
General  Hospital  hy  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council. 

Under  the  Scahies  Order,  194-1,  18  cases  were  treated  for 
scabies.  • . 

Iiranunisation  against  diphtheria  was  carried  out 'at  the  schools, 
and,  on  the  third  V/ednesday  of  each  month>  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  completed  the  -full  course  of 
immunisation  from  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1942,  was  as

SBCTION  C & E.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Inspection 

of  Food.

Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

Water  Supply.  There  has  been  an  adequate  supply  of  water  from 
the  Council'  s Waterworks  at  Weekley  during  'the  year.  Water  is 
also  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Woodford  supply  of  the  Thrapston  Riiral 
District  Council  which  is  connected  to  the  Council’s  mains. 

The  water  is  chlorinated.  Periodical  analyses  of  the  water 
have  been  made  and  the  results.. have  been  satisfactory  in  every 
case. 

Twenty-eight  sam.jles  of  water  have  been  analysed  during  the  year, 
chiefly  from  shallow  wells  and  to.v/n  supply  laid  on  when  the  report 
\7as  unsatisfactory. 

Sewage  Disposal.  The  sewage  disposal  works  are  still  badly 
overloaded,  but  the  scheme  for  connecting  to  the  Kettering 
Corporation  Works  is  suspended  during  the  war*- 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  Routine  and  other  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year  and  all  nuisances  detected  were 
satisfactorily  abated  without  legal  proceedings  having  to  be  taken. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  livestock  are  now  nilled  at  Kettering. 

Milk  Supply.  Twenty-eight  miln  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year.  The  results  were  twelve  good,  six  moderate  and  ten  failed 
to  pass  the  test.  The  dairies-  and  cowsheds  were  regularly  inspected.
